SACRAMENTO, March 7.—That the 


Senatorial situation is now focussing 
on the candidacy of General Barnes 
becomes hourly more apparent. 
The 


elimination of Bulla and Bard In "h'.s 
Interests and 'the knowledge that the 
Scott votes are to pass to him during: 
the next few days will make the clos- 
ing tussles sing-ularly eventful, for so 
many kindred alliances are wrapt up 
in the Barnes and Burns campaigns 
that speculation will be keen as to just 
how the final moves will be made. 


There are all sorts of lurid rumors 


afloat here as to the position assumes 
by General Barnes, some saying that 
he has declared war to the knife with 
Col. Burns n-nd all those associated 
•with him, while others aver that there 
is a secret understanding between them 
and that everything tnat is being done 
lor Barnes Is really in the ultimate In- 
terests of Burns. 
However that may 


be, the fact remains that as far as out- 
ward appearances go, a singular situ- 
ation exists as regards the two camps, 
and every one realizes that the end 
of the long drawn out conflict will b* 
•brought about by the moves of these 
two candidates. 
That the votes given to Barnps by 


Bulla will ever return to the AJigeleno 
Is now out of the question, and a com- 
plete quietus has been put upon the 
gossip that they simply had a trading 
arrangement with each other. Mot on- 
ly is it certain that Bulla !s out of the 
fight permanently, but it Is also as- 
sured that the Senatorial prize will 
go to the North just as was anticipat- 
ed at the time the party leaders placed 
the Gubernatorial crown upon tha brow 
of Henry Gage. 
As for Grant, he Is no longer given 


serious consideration as a candidate. 
It Is true that his managers continue 
their old claim that he will win in the 
long run. but It Is with a som-what 
crestfallen air that they now make the 
asseveration, for It Is plain to all how, 
one by one, the props Have been knock- 
ed from beneath the San Diesan. The 
only thing that Is now led to him, 
therefore, Is to get out of the fight 
with as 
much 
dignity as 
po-sible, 


though there are some who say-he 
•would not stand upon -the order of his 
going if he could be reimbursed for 
the STO.OOO or so he has expended" upon 
his campaign. 


CLOSING DAYS. 


As Is but natural In these last few 


days, every member Is working tooth 
and nail to obtain action 
upon the 


measures in which he is principally in- 
terested, the result being that the spe- 
cial files and urgency flies are crowded 
to the guards. The work Is so hope- 
lessly in arrears, though, that in the 
Senate the second reading file has been 
practically abandone-d, as It Is certain 
that there Is no way In which 
the 
mass of bills upon it can go through 
the regular order and be acted upon. 
If one Legislature would only profit 
by the lessons of another, there would 
be an end to this ridiculous fashion 
of introducing a thousand bills or so 
in each House and thus entailing a. 
vast amount of future work ur>on the 
committees, to say nothing of the labor 
and expense of having the bills print- 
ed and keeping the files 1n Shape. If 
eat* branch of the Legislature would 
satisfy Itself with a lim'lt of say 400 
bills, much better results would be at- 
tained al! around, and In this connec- 
tion it is well

Governor 
Gage's advlcf to the members when 
the seston opened—not to fritter a-way 
time in useless and unnecessary legis- 
lation.

too. thai he is a man of his word, for 
never before was there such a slaugh- 
ter of measures In the executive office 
as is in progress this se-ssion.

developed into a blizzard though not

The temperature at 9:86 A. M. was 18 
degrees above zero, and the wind was 
blowing at the rate for forty miles an 
hour.

along- the Atlantic coast. The weather 
bureau officials say that & cold wave 
•will cover the Atlantic coast States. 
The temperature In Washington will 
fall 12 to 14 degrees before tomorrow 
morning and south of here the mer-

The weather will be very severe all

The Coast Line Gap 


to Be Filled in 


One Year, 


The gap which has existed JOT & long 


time on tne coast lino of the Southern 
Pacific road between Surf and Hlwood 
will soon be closed by the laying of tho 
track, which will complete tho road, mak- 
ing a continuous lino into San Francisco, 


Tha authority lor this statement IB 


Chief Engineer Hood of the Southern Pa- 
cific, who says that he has. received orders 
lo rush the work between the poinrts re- 
ferred to and that ho will do all In his 
power to complete the road within .a 
yenr. The B'ap Is a stretch of fifty miles, 
but those milds are filled v/ith difficulties 
of all kinds In the way of engineering. 
The track now extends five miles south- 
ward from Surf. 
A short distance be- 


yond that station two tunnels, traoh SOU 
feet in length, murt be constructed. There 
are a number o» places where heavy fills 
mu-e-t bo mado and heavy viaducts erected 
over streams which rush down the valleys 
and gorges to the ocean. In other places 
still, there must be deep cuts made In the 
rolling nro4 broken foothills. At times the 
track will skirt the very margin of the 
ocean, nnd again it -will be three-quarteru 
o-f a mile inland. 


When the sap shall havs been filled It 


is probable that tho Southern overland 
trains will be rumilne Into San Francisco 
by March 1st of next year, by way of 
Santa Barbara instead of Tehaclia.pl, as If 
now the case. All tho towns which will 
have tlUs through service on the Southern 
main line are anxiously a-waUlns the flll- 
ing o'f tlio sap, more, especially Santa Bar- 
bara, which has been practically side- 
tracked on a- little branch road for a lon;j 
time.

NECESSITY. 


The utterance for which President 


McKinley has been most abused by the 
headlong sentimentalists who arc op- 
posing expansion on the ground o£ a 
Devotion to a false theory of the Amer- 
ican constitution that they have set 
•up, is the one presenting 
its moral 


phase. 
They cannot forgive him for 


this. 
It has brought down upon- his 


bead whole avalanches of sneers and 
gibes such as the elegant purist of the 
Js'ew York Nation and the Evening 
Post, E, L. Godkln, delights to In- 
dulge In. 


Despite such opposition in such quar- 


ters, the moral aspect will continue to 
be a factor in public questions with 
the American people. It is only be- 
cause the 'acts are against them that 
'the would-be obstructionists of nation- 
al expansion have descended so far to- 
wards sneering and abuse. Nothing is 
more undeniable than the fact that the 
late war w!th Spain- was 
sanctioned 


and, 
in fact, caused, by the moral sen- 


timent of the country. This nation's 
accession to the Philippine Inlands Is 
compelled and supported by a moral 
sentiment 
equally 
Inevitable. 
That 


tact was voiced by the President when 
he saifl, "Our concern is not for terri- 
tory or trade or empire, but for the 
people whose interests 
and 
destiny, 


without our willing It, have been put 
in our hands." 


The same fact was graphically illus- 


trated by Kev. Frank S. Brush of the 
First Presbyterian Church of Alameda, 
in this pcissage of his Sunday's sermon: 
"It is as though you had interfered in 
a street brawl and rescued some poor 
creature from a. violent death, only to 
find him wounded and helpless on your 
hands; having beaten 
oft the bully, 


you cannot leave the hapless stranger 
to die In the gutter.

Costa Company's plant, and hare fixed 
upon the sum of S4.243.277.e5. which 
was the estimated cost arrlveo\at one 
year ago. by taking the report o? threa 
different engineers and 
striking 
on 
average of three together with other 
proper allowances for construction. 


"To this we have added for sums ex- 


pended In additional construction dur- 
ing 1SDS as per company's sworn state- 
ment, $57,590, making together $4,331,- 
167.66 as t.he present valuation of the 
plant. 
"We have endeavored to flx water 


rates which would yield to the com- 
pany a fair income on Its capital and 
which also would cover theiir taxes 
and their operating expenses according 
to the sworn statements of the com- 
pany.
